The quartet has an 
intense dedication to chamber music and a unique talent of blending classical and Latin music to form an original 
and spirited sound. 

The next performance in the Musart Series will be the marcolivia duo, on Feb. 8, at 2:30 p.m. in 
CMA’s Gartner Auditorium. Violinist Marc Ramirez and Olivia Hajioff together form the violin and violin/viola 
duo, marcolivia. The husband and wife duo has toured extensively around the world and will offer works by 
Bartok, Martinu, Takemitsu and Wieniawski at their Cleveland debut.
